Wolf sees

After more than two hours: of 
heated debate late Tuesday 
afternoon, legislators passed the 
bill 63 to 54 in the House and 37 
to 15 in the Senate.

Because the recession shows 
few signs of relief, Wolf said, 
more of the same cuts could 
come next year. He added that 
the $500 million for medical pro- 
viders might be inadequate. 

If the recession continues, “I 
don’t know that we can adjust 
the budget for fiscal year 1992 
that late,’’ Wolf said. ‘*There 
might be additional borrowing.”

An Illinois state was 
moved out of the intensive care 
unit of Belleville’s Memorial 
Hospital Monday after being 
shot early Sunday on Illinois 159, 
south ‘of Interstate 64 in Fair- 
view Heights. 

Michael C. Hartmann, 
29, of Alton, underwent surgery 
Sunday to remove a bullet from 
his chest, said Lt. Bill Reckman. 
a state police spokesman. 

Hartmann was shot by Christo- 

ber Dale Sprinkel, 30, of 

iechanicsburg, Va. The trooper 
was on a routine traffic stop for 
speeding and approached the 
stolen pickup truck being driven 
by Sprinkel, a felon wanted for 
murder. Police said Hartmann 
wounded Sprinkel with a gunshot 
and Sprinkel later killed himself. 

“He (Hartmann) was sitting 
up and talking (Monday),”” said 
Illinois State Police Lt. Wayne 
Watson, acting zone commander 
for District 11 

The bullet fired at Hartmann, 
shot from a .357 magnum, broke 
several of his ribs and creased 
his liver before it lodged in his 
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chest, Reckman said 

“He (Hartmann) notified the 
dispatcher he was shot by porta- 
ble radio,” Reckman said. 

Hartmann then shot and

Gov. Jim Edgar has approved 
legislation expanding by $20 mil- 
lion a debt restructuring pro- 

ram for farmers who have suf 
ered financial setbacks caused 
by pone yields or poor prices. 

Severe drought conditions in 
some areas of the state have 
affected the agricultural yields 
and financial situations of our 
farm communities,” Edgar said. 

“At a time when state resourc- 
es are strained, I am pleased 
that we have innovative pro- 
grams that do not require gener- 
al revenue funds to provide 
assistance to farmers who have 
suffered financial losses. 

“This legislation will offer 
those farmers, through their 
local lending institutions, greater 
opportunities to get their financ- 
es back in order and remain a 
significant and productive ele- 
ment of this state’s economy. 

Since 1986, the Illinois Farm 
Development Authority has 
approved $140 million in guaran- 
teed loans for debt restructuring.

“The longer loan terms and 
lower interest rate can signifi- 
cantly help a farmer's cash flow 
and profitability,” Edgar said.

“We won't go back and we won't shut , mot here, not in 
Washington, and especially not in the voting th,” Kim Villan- 
ueva, state vice president for NOW, said. 

NOW leaders came to Springfield recently to present their legis- 

ive agenda and announce an aggressive campaign. for equal 
rights that includes mailing lawmakers hundreds of petitions in 
favor of legalizing RU-486, the French abortion pill. 

“In the end, we will defeat any candidate who dares to deny us 
our rights to.equality and justice,” Villanueva said. 

“A Tot of people benefit from what NOW-has done,” said Kath- 
leen Wilson, an Alton social worker and president of the Alton-Ed- 
wardsville NOW chapter. ‘‘We wouldn't be voting if feminists 
didn’t give us the right to vote.” 

NOW supports legislative action that helps to ensure women are 
treated fairly, Wilson said. A family leave law would give workers 
time off for various medical or family reasons. 

“If women are expected to take care of the family, they should 
also be allowed’’ time off, Wilson said. “If nobody allows this, 
women could lose their jobs or not be able to provide for loved 
ones. 

NOW members will have their work cut out for them this year, 
Wilson said, because it is an election year. Members will have to 
lobby current officeholders for support-and at the same time work 
to elect new ones who agree with the organization.

IRS refund checks are waiting to\be claimed 3 


The Internal Revemme Service has $97,015 in federal refund checks 
waiting to be claimed by 262 Springfield District taxpayers 

Daniel L_ Black Jr., District director, said, ““The aver~ 
age unclaimed refund is $370. However, regardless of the size of the 
refund, we are anxious ‘to see that the checks are given to the 
rightful owners.” 

According to Black, the most common reason for the undeliverable 
checks is that many people move and do not leave forwarding 
addresses with the post office 

Also, people marry and change their names and addresses. And 
sometimes the handwriting on a tax return is simply illegible. 

Black said, *“The best way to avoid misdirected refund checks is to 
use the peel-off label found in the tax package when you complete 
your return. 

“Another solution, which totally eliminates this problem, is our 
electronic filing system. With electronic filing, people can have their 
refunds directly deposited into their savings or checking accounts.” 

People whose names appear on the list are encouraged to call the 
TRS as soon as ible E 

They can call (toll-free) 1-800-29-1040, 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., 
Monday through Friday. \ 

“A tax professional will advise you of the procedures for claiming 


the refund check. Be prepared to provide the name and address as it 


appeared on the return, the actual name and address (if different) 

the Social Security number(s), and the type of form filed,"’ he said

St. Louis City employees receive lifesaving 
award for saving coworker's life

ST. LOUIS, JAN. 14, 1992-- 
--Saving a life was far from their 
minds when Rick Cuevas and 
Kenneth Howard attended a re- 
fresher class on asbestos inspec- 
tion as part of their jobs with the 
city of St. Louis. In fact, towards 
the end of the day, when fellow 
classmate Thomas J. Kennedy slid 
in his chair a bit, Howard thought 
he was just stretching. Suddenly, 
however, Kennedy wason the floor 
and in full cardiac arrest. 


LIFE tic 
SAVING 


Cuevas, an off-duty firefighter 
with Engine Company 8C, and 
Howard, a city environmental 
health officer, quickly took action 
and began performing two-person 
CPR on the unconscious Kennedy. 

For their lifesaving efforts, 
Cuevas and Howard today received 
the American Red Cross, St. Louis 
Bi-Statc Chapter, Lifesaver of the 
Monthaward from Channel 4 news 
anchor Larry Conners. 

"It was reflex more than any- 
thing else,” Howard said later. 
“Tom came back once, and we 


stopped. Butthen we losthis pulse * 


again.” Howard and Cucvas con- 
tinued rescue breathing and chest 


compressions until paramedics 
arrived. 

Cuevas, who had been on duty 
throughout the night before, had 
worked for the health department 
before joining the fire department, 
and knew Kennedy as a former 
coworker. The two had shared 
lunch together that day, talking 
about Kennedy's planned retire- 
ment in about a year and a half. 

Lec Huguley,acoworker with 
Howard, witnessed the event. “Mr. 
Kennedy probably would nothave 
lived had they not performed CPR,” 
he said. 

The lifesaving award is spon- 
sored by Red Cro: Channel 4, 
Schnucks and the Suburban Jour- 
nals. The program will culminate 
in March 1992 with the naming of 
the Lifesaver of the Year.

Whitaker said she has never 
forgiven Dixon for giving up the

“T worked very hard to get 
Dixon elected secretary of state 
and then he gave it, and all 
those jobs, away because he was 
selfish. He didn’t give a thought 
to the party,” she said. “‘We (the 
Democrats),-hayen't had the sec- 
retary of state (position) since.”’ 

Dixon, Whitaker said, ‘‘votes 
Republican 77. percent of the 
time’’ and despite his downstate 
roots ‘‘hasn’t dome anything big 
things for us that I can see.”” 

Dixon was one of two northern

“It was disgusting,” she said.

Fitch, who also is known as 
Patricia Rumph, may have more 
serious charges pending against 
her, and possibly others, said 
Collinsville Police Sgt. Gerrit 
Gillespie. 

He said Fitch may be charged 
with deceptive practice, for 
allegedly selling people dogs that 
she said, falsely, were purebred. 

“I think we have from six to 


eight cases of deceptive practice 
now,’? Gillespie said onday 
afternoon. 


“‘We’re just kind of waiting to 
see how many more people come 
in before we file charges.”’ 

Collinsville police first learned 
of the operation after a St. Louis 
man contacted them several 
weeks ago about a dog he had 
purchased at the Collinsville 
McDonald’s in response to a 
newspaper ad. 

The man complained that he 
had been promised registration 
papers on the dog but had never 
received them, and when he 
called the phone’ number in the 
ad, it had been disconnected. 


ON FRIDAY, Sherry Jackson 
of the Madison County Humane 
Society responded to an ad in 
the Herald advertising several 
breeds of dogs for sale, and was 
asked to meet Fitch at McDon- 
ald’s parking lot.

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Microwave versatility 
unknown a decade ago

Turn the clock back about 10 
years. 

The cost of a microwave oven 
was almost as much as a large 
screen television. Sometimes a 
husband, as a last resort, would 
buy hi ‘¢ a microwave oven 
for Christmas. Three months lat- 
er, it usually sat on a counter 
with the recipe and instruction 
book gathering dust 

Mrs. Homemaker by this time 
warmed her second cup of coffee 
and maybe baked a potato in it. 
She did almost no cooking in 
that idle appliance. 

Today more than 70 percent of 
households in the United States 
have a microwave. 

The overall size of countertop 
models of microwaves have got- 
ten smaller, with increases in 
wattage, or output. Small com- 
pact ovens can have as few as 
500 watts, while larger fulFsize 
models have 900 or more watts. 

Wattage of the home oven 
should be known, because most 
cookbooks are based on a 600- to 
700-watt oven. Most ovens come 
with a cookbook for different 
wattages. Price of the unit rang- 
les from $99 to $599.97, depending 
on whether it is equipped with a 
rotisserie, turntable or convec- 
tion cooking ability. 

Two companies, Farberware 
‘and Nordicware, have developed 
“new oa ipment for the micro- 
wave. Farberware has develo} 
Microbrew, a microwave coffee 
brewing pot which yields 1 to 2 
cups, uses cool water to start 
and is dishwasher-safe. Along 
the same idea, Farberware has 
“a microwave iced tea espresso 
“machine, yielding 24 ounces of 
fresh-brewed tea in 342 minutes. 
This machine is also dishwasher- 
Ssafe. Both sell for under $20. 

Nordicware has other items

The Nordicware Tender Cook- 
er is a Microwave pressure 
cooker with a 2.5-quart capacity, 
also dishwasher-safe, for just 
under $30.

“Here's an important reminder for parents: This 
year, when you file your 1991 federal income tax 
return, you must show a Social Security number 
for each of your children, age 1 or older, in order 
the ia eae ‘Social : c 

. law a number for 
any dependent age 2 or older. af 


Social Security will. provide free applications 


and assistance to parents. Contact your local 
Social Security office or call 1-800-772-1213. The 
application process can be handled i the 
mail. It usually takes two weeks for a Social 
Security number or icate card to be issued_ 

Q. I received sev: months of back-pay from 
Social Security in 1991. This was because I didn’t 
apply for benefits until after I was age 65, even 
though I could have. Some of this was 
really for the last five months of 1990. Will I 
have to pay 1991 income tax on benefits I 
received in 1991 for 19907 

A. Social Security benefits may be taxable for 
individuals with income more than $25,000 and 
couples with income exceeding $32,000. Benefits 
usually count for tax s in the year they 
are received. However, i? you maoabeed, retroac- 
tive benefits for a previous year, you can elect to 
treat them for tax purposes as being paid in that 
previous year. 

The election to treat your 1990 benefits as 
received in 1990 instead of 1991 will require you 
to do a few calculations, but it will not require 
filing an amended return for 1990. Simply put, 
you’ll figure out how much of your 1990 benefits 
would have been taxable had they been paid in 
1990 and add that amount to your taxable income 
for 1991. 

Call Internal Revenue and ask for Publication 
915. It has detailed instructions and work sheets 
for you to use. 

Q. My neighbor told me she applied for food 
stamps at the Social Security office. But when I 
went to apply, they told me I had to go to the 
food stamp office.’ How come? 

A. Social Security can take food stamp applica- 
tions only from households where everyone is 
either receiving or has applied for Supplemental 
Security Income (SSI) payments. (However, even 
in that situation, Social Security doesn’t decide if 
someone should get food stamps. Food stamp eli- 
gibility can be determined only by the state in 
which you reside.) 

Call your. local Public Aid or Family Services 
office. 

@. I got married recently, but I am considering 
using my maiden name at work. Should I change 
my name on my Social Security records? If T 
decide later to switch, do I have to pay? 

A. Whichever name you use, .be consistent. If 
you keep your maiden ‘name at work, keep it on 
your Social Security card, too. 

Use the same last name on your income tax 
returns, too, or it may delay any refund you are 
due. Many working women who have changed 
their names because of marriage or divorce for- 
get to change their names on Social Security's 
records. If the last name and Social Security 
number. on an individual’s federal income tax 
return and W-2 form do not match Social Securi- 
ty records, the IRS will not issue a refund check 
until they verify that the name and number are

In the past, no matter how long a person drew 
Social Security benefits, they were allowed only 
those nine months of trial work. The new rule, 
which took effect Jan. 1, provides that a TWP 
will be exhausted only after the beneficiary 
works nine months during a rolling 60-month 


period. 

In other words, nine months of work will be 
allowed during any 60 consecutive months. For 
example, if a person works for twe months one 
year, but has to stop and doesn’t get back to 
work again until five years later, the first two 
months ‘of work “won't count against the nine- 
month TWP. 

Another provision of the law provides a brand 
new TWP every time a es becomes re-enti- 
tled to a new period of disability. For example, 
let’s take a person sho is entitled to disability 
benefits. and uses only three trial work months 
before benefits end because of a medical recov- 
ery. If that same person later becomes re-enti- 
tled to disability benefits, he will have a new 
TWP of nine months.

@. My husband and I have a newborn son who 
has a serious heart problem. The doctors hope to 
correct it with surgery. Can Social Security help 
coversthe medical expenses? 

A. Your child may be eligible for Supplemental 
Security: Income (SSD, SST pers, a monthly cash 
benefit to disabled people all ages—even new- 
born children—who have limited income and 
resources. Your child’s eligibility depends on 
your family finances and the severity of his med- 
ical problems 

SSI doesn’t automatically include medical bene- 
fits, but people who get SSI generally also qualify 
for Medicaid—medical assistance from the state 
government. It may be the answer to your prob- 
lem paying for health care for” your baby. 

Contact Social Security. for. details about eligi- 
bility requirements for SSI:.-Cali your local Fami- 
ly Services or Public Aid office a! it Medicaid. 

Q. I’ve been getting Social Security benefits 
since I was 62. I'll be 65 in June 1992. ‘When 
should I apply for Medicare?

About two months before your 65th birth- 
day you'll receive a red, white and blue Medi- 
care card in the mail. If you want both the Hos- 
pital (Part A) and Medical Insurance (Part, B) 
parts of of Medicare just sign the card and put it 
in your wallet. The automatically generated card 
is good for both parts. The $31.80 monthly Part B 
premium will be deducted from your Social Secu- 
rity checks.

bilities,the importance of their 
roles in education cannot- be 
overemphasized

* Parents should agree to keep 
their children ready a earn, by 
making sure they are adequately 
ouciaed and rested each school 
day. 
* Parents should agree to 
actively involve themselves in 
their children’s school work. 
They should agree to show inter- 
est and concern and to try to 
motivate their children to do 
their best. 

They should support and 
encourage hom: completion 
by frequently reviewing and dis- 
cussing the work. They should 
make sure their children work 
on home assignments regularly,

Advanced designs and comput- 
er-controlled) systems have 
become standard equipment on 
today’s new, high-tech automo- 
biles.
